It was admitted yesterday that numerous 


Chicago private bankers are back of the 


program for getting state charters for city 
business without being forced to raise $200,- 
000 capital as provided by the banking law. 
Counting on the annexation of Morgan Park 
at the coming election, they have been tak- 
ing out charters for operating in that sub- 
urb, intending, as soon as annexation is com- 
pleted, to transfer to some other part of 
Chicago. 

Although Morgan Park has a population of 
only 4,000, four new banks have started busi- 
ness there in fifteen months, and four oth- 
ers have already obtained permits to or- 
ganize. The state law required only $25,000 
capital for banks in communities of that size, 
and some of the bankers who are willing to 
be supervised, but unable to raise $200,000, 
have taken advantage of a promising oppor- 
tunity.

He preached the bac- 
calaureate sermon yesterday in the First 
Methodist Episcopal church. Dr. Alexander

) Gives Reason Why. 

„he reason why it is as bad to be weak as 
it is to be wicked,” Dr. Alexander explained, 
“is that if one is weak, he will be sure to 
become wicked. Moral weakness becomes 
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' Sin a Condition. 
Sin is not so much an act as it ie a condl- 


tion, an inward tendency of the nature. ‘Sin | 
is. the cause, sins the effect; sin the mother, 


sins the offspring. 

When we consider that indulgence in sin 
brings pleasure, while self-restraint and selt- 
denial brings pain, it is easy to see what 
will happen. To some there is less pain in 
suffering the punishment of sin that in re- 
sisting its temptations. Even God is blemed 
because he is charged with implanting within 
us tendencies which lead us in wrong.” 

The suicide of Harry Thurston Peck of 
Columbia university, who recently ended his 
own life, was cited as an evidence that sin 
was not due to ignorance nor lack of culture. 

“Good health is called the remedy for 
sin,” Dr. Alexander said. “ Are all healthy 
persons righteous? To ask is to answer the 
question. | 

“ The white slave traffic, the saloon busi- 
ness, the grinding of the poor by the rich, 
have their incentive in the love of money. 


Cites Lady Macbeth. 

Lady Macbeth is an example a thousand 
times repeated of the deceitfulness of sin. 
Before the murder of the king which marked 
the beginning of her sorrows she was solely 
possessed by the dream of the delights of 
becoming queen of Scotland. When she was 
undeceived she could only wring her hands in 
despair of making them again white from the 
blood with which they had been stained. 

There is but one help for sin. A man is

The self-governing ability of the American 
people is showing strongly in their unani- 
mous refusal to be deceived by the advo- 
cates of subsidies for the coastwise ship- 
ping trust.

Washington. D. C., March 29.— [Special. 
The federal government's prosecution of the 
producers of dirty, watered, and otherwise 
adulterated milk in Illinois has resulted in 
the fining of twenty-three dairymen $100 and 
cosets each. These are the heaviest fines ever 
imposed upon dairymen for violation of the 
federal food law. ! 

The dairymen prosecuted were shipping 
milk from Rijnois to the St. Louis market, 
which act brought them within the juriedic- 
tion of the federal law. Other dalrymen 
whose milk was quite as impure could not be 
reached because they were not shipping their 
product across the state line. 

The resiit of the activity of the goavern- 
ment has been to improve the quality of milk 
shipped out of the state, while Illinois com- 
munities, in which the state law and mu- 
nicipal ordimances are not enforced, con- 
sumed the impure fluid. 

The department also announced the results 
of the following prosecutions involving Chi- 
cago concerns: ~ ' 

Duosep ‘Chemical consented toa 
decree of forfeiture of twenty dozen bottles 
of adulterated and misbranded peroxide of 
hydrogen, which was destroyed by the Unit- 
ed States marshal. 

Jewel Tea company consented to decree of 
forfeiture of a consighment of misbranded 
pepper, found short of the labeled weight, 
but was allowed to retain the product under 


$2,000 bond to obey the law. 
Hudson Manufacturing company forfeited 


a shipment of adulterated and misbranded 
vanilla extract, but was allowed to retain 
the product under $500 bond to obey the law. 

McLaren Imperial Cheese company for- 
feited a shipment of: imitation Roquefort 
cheese held to be misbranded.

Says He Will Show Crooked Work 
by Authorities if Given 
New Trial. 


Herbert J. Hess, one of the attorneys for 
Leon Frank, who is sentenced to death for 
the murder of Mary Phagan, a factory girl 
in Atlanta, Ga., came to Chicago yesterday. 
He will confer with Detective William J. 
Burns, who is expected to arrive from New 
York today. 

Mr. Hass gave out a long interview on the 
case, which has attracted nation-wide at- 
tention, and declared Frank was convicted 
because of “ blind prejudice.” -The attorney 
stated Frank was the victim of a “ frameup ” 
by the police of Atlante and the prosecuting 
attorney. 

“ The conviction of Leon Frank is a die- 
graceful outrage to Atianta,” he said. “ He 
did not have a fair trial, and every honest 
and respectable citizen. of Georgia deplores 
the travesty on justice. Whether Leon 
Frank is guilty or not is not the question. In 
my opinion had he had a fair trial he would 
have been acquitted, but that is not the ques- 
tion. Leon Frank is entitled to another bear- 
ing, and if this ie granted by the Supreme 
court we will startle not only Atlanta but 
the whole country with proof of crooked 
work and malice on the part of the author- 
ithes.

Hair Examined by Expert. 

“Instead of making this fact known, the 
prosecuting attorney deliberately repre- 
wented to the jury that the hair was that 
of the girl. Of course this fact was not 
learned by us until after the trial. We did 
not know the hair had been examined by 
an expert, and the prosecuting attorney was 
cunning enough not to mention it.

Miss Culp Offers New 
Son 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
HE season's most important additions to 
song literature come from the pen of 
an American composer, John Alden Car- 
penter of Chicago, Mr. Carpenter was 
represented on the program of Miss 
Julla Culp’s recital yesterday afternoon in 
Orchestra hall with two songs drawn from 
his recently published settings of Rabindra- 
nath Tagore’s Gitanjall and with two ear- 
lier songs. Now Miss Culp is one of Europe's 
most distinguished singers, and her opinion 
of Mr. Carpenter’s songs is sufficiently high 


to impel her to devote an entire division of 


her program to them. Wherefore the public 
may be assured that the eritic’s enthusiasm 
is no mere outburst of patriotic pride. 

Mr. Carpenter's talent is rich in that clair- 
voyant power whereby melody is made to 
translate all the hidden meanings of poetry. 
The melodies which he has joined to the ex- 
quisite texts of the eastern poet are wistful, 
tender, filled with delicate imagery, and they 
are surrounded, in the piano accompaniment, 
with rhythms that are graceful and impelling 
and harmonies that refiect all the hues of the 
modern tonal palette. Therefore they have 
every element of beauty. They possess that 
absolute beauty which belongs to eloquent 
melody that moves with the impulse of vital 
rhythms to fill out a faultlessly balanced pat- 
tern, and their meanings are amplified by 
every effect of atmospheric harmony and 
counter-melody a lively fantasy can devise. 

-o- 

these new songs are absolutely 
original. They resemble the work of no other 
modern composer. One may not say that they 
are uninfluenced by the tendencies of modern 
music, for, like every other composer with a 
message, Mr. Carpenter makes use of the 
technical discoveries of his colleagues, which, 
as Wagner said in justification of a similar 
practice, “are the ever growing heritage of 
the musical world.” But when use is made of 
the whole-tone mode the Debussian trade 
mark is removed by some unfalling touch of 
individuality. Or if the composer absorbs 
some characteristic accent of the Lisztian har- 
monic idiom it takes on a new meaning. 

The sum of these virtues seems to justify 
the description of the two songs “When I 
Bring to Tou Colored Toys” and “The Deep 
That Flits of Baby's Eyes" ventured at the 
beginning of this review. They, with other 
songs from the same opus, are the season's 
significant additions to the art. The first 
song of the group, “Go, Lovely Rose,” if less 
strongly individual, also has qualities of 
beauty that are inspiring. But Miss Culp's 
second choice, “ The Cock Shall Crow,“ though 
quaint. and attractive, is less important. 


Finally,

Having urged Miss Culp to give her Amer- 
ican audiences more songs in the vernacular, 
it is pleasant to be able to report enthusi- 
astically upon the results of her compliance 
with that admonition. She has a fine regard 
fer the beauties of the English language and 
the requisite gifts and attainments in diction 
to underscore them. It was due, perhaps, to 
a desire fer absolute clarity of the text that 
she inclined to tempos rather too deliberate, 
notably in the first of the new songs. Or it 
may have been only a manifestation of the 
care which she was obliged to exercise 
throughout the recital because of a slight 
vocal indisposition. But this was à trifling 
blemish on her otherwise perfect art. 

Miss Culp opened her recital with two Su- 
lelka songs of Schubert and the same mas- 
ters more familiar “Haidenrdslein” and 
“Der Musensohn.” Four ot Weckerlin’s 
charming eighteenth century “ Romances" and 
four songs by Hugo Wolf completed her 
offerings.
